legulate the recovery and collections of Show Tax on 
Cinema, Cijcus and Theatres was published with the Can- 
tonment Board’s Notice No. 509/T/3183, dated the 14th 
September, 1977, as required by section 284 of the Can- 
tonment Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and 
suggestions till the J3tJi October, 1977; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was put od the Can- 
tonment Notice Board on the 14th September, 1977; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were re^ 
ccived from the public by the Cantonment Board before the 
said date; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said 
Act: 

NOW, THEREFORE in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (3) of section 282 and section 283 of the said 
Act, the Cantonment Board, Meerut, hereby makes the 
following bye-laws, namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the MEERUT CAN- 
TONMENT (Collection and Recovery of Show Tax) Bye- 
laws, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into froce on the date of then 
publication, in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these bye-laws, unless there is any- 
thing repugnant in the subject or context, — 

(1) “Act” means the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1924): 

(2) “Cantonment Board" means , the Cantonment Board 
of Meerut; 

(3) “Cantonment Executive Officer” means the Can- 
tonment Executive Officer of the Meerut Canton- 
ment; 

(4) “Proprietor" includes a person responsible for the 
management of any entertainment or amusement 
show; 

(5) “Show Tax” means the Show Tax on the show or 
performance of Cinema, Circus and Theatre, im- 
posed under section 60 of the Act 

3. Liability to pay Show Tax.— The Show Tax shall be 
payable by the proprietoi on all the shows of Cinema, 
Circus and Theatre which are held or conducted within the 
limits of the Cantonment of Meerut and to which persons 
are ordinarily admitted on payment. 

4. Pa vment+of Show Tax - -The Show Tax shall be paid, — 

(i) in the ui&e of Cinema shows held or conducted 
regularly, within three days from the last day of 
each week ending with Sunday; and 
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(fi) in the case of shows of Circus and Theatre, at 
least three days before such shows or performances 
are held or conducted, 

5. Place of payment of Show Tax . — The Show tax shall be 
payable at the office of the Cantonment Board, Meerut, or 
such other place as may, from time to time, be specified 
by the Cantonment Executive Officer, in this behalf. 

6. Register to be maintained by the Cantonment Executive 
Officer. 

(1) The Cantonment Executive Officer shall maintain a 
register containing— 

(a) such particulars of the Cinema, Circus and Theatre 
in the Cantonment as he may consider fit; 

(b) names of the persons- liable to pay the Show 

Tax; 

(c) probable numbers of performances of Cinema, 
Circus and Theatre in the Cantonment area every 
week and the estimated amount of the Show Tax 
due thereon; 

(d) such other particulars as he may deem necessary. 

(2) The Cantonment Executive Officer may, if he consi- 
ders it necessary, maintain the register in separate parts or 
volumes for such purposes and with such classifications 

he may deem necessary. 

1. Return and information to be submitted by the pro- 
prietor :■ — 

(1) The proprietor shall, on the date on which the 
Show Tax for any Cinema, Circus or Theatre show is paid, 
submit the Cantonment Executive Officer, a return in the 
Form appended to these byc-laws. 

(2) The Cantonment Executive Officer may, on an appli- 
cation made in the behalf by the proprietor, execute the 
date for the submission of the return referred to in sub- 
bye-law (I), if in his opinion the circumstances of the 
case so require. 

(3) Every proprietor shall submit to the Cantonment 
Executive Officer, such information as may be required 
by him from time to time for the purposes of the imposition 
of the appropriate rate of Show Tax. 

8. Refund of Show Tax in certain cases. — The Canton- 
ment Executive Officer shall, on an application made in that 
behalf, refund the amount of the Show Tax paid in respect 
of any performance or show of the Cinema, Circus or 
Theatre if he is satisfied — 

(a) That such performance or show did not actually 
take place and the charges collected from the in- 
tending spectators have been refunded in full as 
far as practicable; 

(b) that the Show Tax paid was not legally recover- 
able. 

9. Time Limit for filing the claim for refund of Show 
Tax.— Ho claim for refund of Show Tax under clause (a) 
of bye-law 8 shall be entertained by the Cantonment Exe- 
cutive Officer, unless an application in this behalf is pre- 
sented to him before the expiry of thirty days on which 
the performance or show wa* withdrawn from display. 

10. Penalty. — A contravention of any of the provisions 
contained in these bye-laws shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees and, in the case of 
con turning contravention, with an additional fine* which may 
extend to ten rupees for every day during which such con- 
travention continues after conviction for the first such ccm- 
traventiem.

from the public within a period of thirty days from the 
date of publication of the said public notice; 

And whereas the said public notice was put On the Can- 
tonment Notice Board on the 26th August, 1977; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board before the said 
period; 
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And whereas the Central Government have duly approved 
and confinned the said draft of the bye-laws as required 
by sijb-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act; 

Now, therefore, in exeicise of the powers conferred by 
section 208, and clauses (28) and (31) of section 282, read 
with sections 200 and 283 of the said Act, and in super- 
session of the bye-laws published with the Chief Commis- 
sioner, Ajmcr-Merwara Notification No. 880-C-144-C.C./ 
30, dated the 6th November, 1930, the Cantonment Board, 
Nasirabad hereby makes the following bye-laws for the regu- 
lation and control of slaughtering of animals in the Can- 
tonment. of Nasirabad, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — fl) These bye-laws 
may be called the Nasirabad Cantonment (Regulation and 
Control of Slaughtering of Animals) Bye-laws, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Inspection of animals for slaughtering. — No animal 
shall be slaughtered in any slaughter house unless it has 
been inspected and passed by the Health Officer, Assistant 
Health Officer, Veterinary Surgeon, Sanitary Superintendent 
or Sanitary Inspector appointed in this behalf by the Can- 
tonment Board. 

3. Matters relating to Inspection. — (1) The Health Offi- 
cer, Assistant Health Officer, Veterinary Surgeon, Sanitary 
Superintendent or Sanitary Inspection appointed in this be- 
half by the Cantonment Board, shall examine every animal 
produced before him for slaughter and satisfy himself that 
the animal is — 

(i) for use as human food; and 

(ii) not diseased : 

Provided that an animal which has met with an accident 
rendering it unfit for further work shall not be rejected 
merely on this account. 

(2) The timings for the inspection of animals shall be 
as under : 

(a) From 2 to 4 P.M. for slaughtering on the same 
day. 

(b) From 4 to 6 P.M. for slaughtering on the following 
morning. 

4. Marking of the inspected animals pasted for slaughter 
ing.— If the Health Officer, Assistant Health Officer, Veteri- 
nary Surgeon, Sanitary Superintendent or Sanitary Inspector 
appoined in this behalf by the Cantonment Board is satis- 
fied as above and not otherwise, he shall mark the animal 
as passed for slaughter with distinguishing mark to be spe- 
cified by the Cantonment Board 

5. Purpose for which slaughter house may he used. — 

(1) (a) Approved animals shall be immediately admitted 

to the waiting yard of the daughter house premises and 
propery secured with ropes until required for slaughter, 
while rejected animals shall be removed forthwith. 

(b) The timings for the slaughtering of animals shall be 
as under : 

T — Bullocks and Buffaloes : 

(a) April to October 5 A.M. for sale on the same 
day. 

(b) November to March 4 P.M. for sale on the follow- 
ing day. 

H — Sheep and Goats . — Through out the year 5 A.M for 
sale on the same day. 

TIT — Pigs. — October to March 5 P.M. 

(2) Butchers shall make their own arrangements for the 
care and feed of their animals wffiile in the waiting yard. 

6. Prohibition regarding entering the slaughter house pre- 
mises at certain times — No person other than an officer or 

servant of the Cantonment Board and licenced butchers and 
their assistants or bonafide servants, shall enter the slaughter 


house premises during the process of slaughtering, skinning 
or cutting up the carcasses. 

7. Prohibition regarding entcrance of certain persons in the 
slaughter house premises — No person affected with tuber- 
culosis or any other infectious or contagious disease, lep- 
rocy, soics or any other skin disease shall enter the slaughter 
house premises. 

8. Prohibition regarding bringing of certain animals In the 
slaughter house . — No person shall bring into the slaughter 
house premises any dog or other animal which is not In- 
tended for immediate slaughter or for the slaughter of which 
the slaughter house is not provided. 

9. Disposal of diseased animals, — (1) Any animal pro- 
duced for inspection which is affected by any infectious 
or contagious disease or which may reasonably be suspected 
of being so affected shall, if the Health Officer, Assistant 
Health Officer, Veterinary Surgeon, Sanitary Superintendent 
or Sanitary Inspector appointed in this behalf by the Can- 
tonment Board so directs, be forthwith seized and removed 
to the veterinary hospital or such other place as the Can- 
tonment Board may appoint for treatment, or the animal 
may, subject to the advice of a Veterinary Officer and the 
previous sanction m writing of the President Cantonment 
Board, be destroyed ; 

Provided that, before sanctioning the destruction of any 
animal reasonably suspected to be suffering from an infec- 
tious or contagious disease the said President may, if he 
considers necessary, by an order in writing, direct that such 
animals be kept under observation for such number of days 
as may be specified in the order, for th£ purpose of deter- 
mining whether or not such animal is really suering from 
an infectious or contagious disease, and should or should 
not be destroyed and tbc owner of the animal shall be res- 
ponsible for the maintenance of the animal during the 
period of observation. 

(2) (a) No compensation shall be payable for the destruc- 
tion under the orders of the said President of any animal 
under the conditions mentioned in sub-bye-law (1) unless in 
the opinion of the said President, after such Inquiry as he 
may think fit, the animal destroyed was not suffering from 
a disease which was likely to prove fatal at an early date, 
and was in a condition in which it could have been used 
without cruelty by its owner. 

(b) Tf compensation is awarded, it shall be assessed in 
accordance with the circumstances but in any case it shall 
not exceed the market value at the time of destruction of the 
nnimal destroyed. 

10. Manner of disposal of animals in certain cases — Any 
animal produced for inspection which is in a dying condition 
but not so affected as to be dealt with under bye-law 9 shall, 
if the Ilenlth Officer, Assistant Health Officer, Veterinary 
Surgeon, Sanitary Superintendent or Sanitary Inspector 
appointed in this behalf by the Cantonment Board so directs, 
be forthwith seized and disposed of in such a manner as the 
Executive Officer may direct. 

11. Carcass not to be brought inside the slaughter house . — 
No person shall bring any carcass inside the slaughter house 
premises. 

12. Facilities provided in the slaughter housf^-( 1) Recepta- 
cles shall be provided upon the slaughtering platform for th* 
leceint of contents of stomach and bowels of slaughtered 
animals and when slaughtered animals arc disembowelled, 
which shall be as soon as possible after slaughter, the 
butchers shall cause such contents to be emptied into the 
leceptacles as provided. 

(2) Filled uncovered receptacles shall be removed and 
i placed by fresh empty ones as disembowelling proceeds and 
no cliscmbowellfnp shall occur without there being receptacles 
foi the receipt of the contents of stomach and bowels. 

(3) Tn no case shall the blood of anv animal slaughtered be 
allowed to flow unon the floor or elsewhere than in the drain 
piovided for purpose. 

(4) Tn no case sbaTl an nnimal be slaughtered in the 
presence of another animal. 

13. Skins not to be rubbed on the ground within Slaughter 
House — -No peison shall rub. or cause to be rubbed the 
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inner sides of skins upon the ground within any portion of 
the slaughter house premises. 

14. Inspection of carcasses- — (1) All carcasses shall, Iafter 
slaughtering skinning and cleaning, be inspected by the 
Health Officer, Assistant Health Officer, Veterinary Surgeon, 
Sanitary Superin l end ent or Sanitary Inspector appointed in 
this behalf by the Cantonment Board and nd carcass shall be 
removed from the slaughter house until it has been passed as 
fit for human consumption. 

(2) The Health Officer, Assistant Health Officer, Veteri- 
nary Surgeon, Sanitary Superintendent or Sanitary Inspector 
appointed in this behalf by the Cantonment Board shall, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing cause every carcass or 
meat which is found to be unfit for human consumption to 
be destroyed. 

15. Meat not to be stuffed etc. within the slaughter* house— 
(1) No person shall blow or stuff any meat within the 
slaughter house premises. 

(2) If any meat is found to be blown or stuffed, it shall 
be buried or destroyed at the direction of the Health Officer, 
Assistant Health Officer, Veterinary Surgeon, Sanitary 
Superintendent or Sanitary Inspector appointed in this behalf 
by the Cantonment Board. 

16. Entrails and offals not to be removed without wash- 
ing— (X) No per shall remove entrails and offals from the 
slaughter house until they have been properly washed and 
cleaned. 

(2) The solid contents of the entrails shall not be washed 
into the drain or allowed to fall on the floor, but shall be 
emptied into buckets or receptacles which shall be provided 
for the purpose. 

17. Manner of removal of meat from slaughter house — 
No person shall remove or cause to be removed any carcass 
or meat except in a covered receptacle or under cover of 
dean cloth and in such manner as to prevent contamination 
by flics or dust. 

18. Routes and timings for removal of meat etc . from the 
slaughter house - — All meat, entrails and offals shall be carried 
to the building, place or places set apart for sale along such 
routes as the Cantonment Board may, from time to time, 
specify, and shall reach such building, place or places by 
such time as the Cantonment Board may fix. 

19. Payment of fees — (t) The Cantonment Board may 
levy such fees as it thinks fit, for the slaughter of animals 
in the slaughter house and the same shall be paid to the 
Health Officer, Assistant Health Officer, Veterinary Surgeon, 
Sanitary Superintendent or Sanitary Inspector appointed in this 
behalf by the Cantonment Board and shall be credited to 
the Cantonment Fund. 

(2) The Health Officer, Assistant Health Officer, Veterinary 
LSurgcon, Sanitary Superintendent or Sanitary Inspector ap- 
pointed in this b^haf by the Cantonment Board shall 
maintain a daily register showing the number and description 
of animals slaughtered and the fees recovered therefor, and 
shall be responsible for rendering a proper account of the 
same to the Cantonment Board.

“14, In case all the unit certificates covered under the Plan 
cease to participate in the Plan, the unit holder’s membership 
of the Plan shall automatically stand terminated and the unit 
holder shall be paid the repurchase value of all the accumulat-

“15. Every year, the Trust shall send to the unit holder a 
statement of account showing the holdings of units under the 
Plan.”

“17. The rights and obligations of unit boldres in respect of
